t he intervals between the Ohautauqua 
assemblages will bo Occupied and the 
time of the speakers utilized to the 
fullest advantage. 


Among those who have consented to 


take the field and devote from a few 
weeks to as many months to the work, 
are Senators Stewart and Jones and 
Representative Nowlands of Nevada, 
Senators Teller and Wolcott and .Rep- 
resentatives Bell and Pence and ex- 
Oougresstnan Patterson of Colorado, 
Senator Daniels of Virginia, Senator 
Morgan of Alabama, Senator Voorhees 
of Indiana, Senator Vest of Missouri,

THAN EAST. 


The lasest report, of the comptroller 


of the currency contains a statement 
of the amount of gold in eastern and 
western banks. It shows that there 
are only $12,438,65:2 in gold in the New 
i'ork banks against $14,824,600 in Chi- 
cago. The gold held in national banks 
in the eastern and western states is 
i<iven as follows: 
Gold in western cities 
$27,604,890 


Gold in eastern eitie-! 
U:i,411,778 
Gold in western Suites 
25,541,002 


Gold in eastern States 
10,708,550 


This does not include the gold held 


by private banks or private individual?, 
which, of course, in the Pacific Coast 
States, where gold and silver are in 
general circulation, doubtless amounts 
to much more than is held by the New 
i'ork banks. 


If Wall street methods prevail and 


the sing]o standard is adopted by the 
people as it is by the treasury depart- 
ment, New York, with all its boasted 
wealth would huve less money than 
Chicago, aucl each much loss than San 
Francisco. The western States which 
favor the double standard havo more 
.S'fld than the eastern States, which are 
endeavoring to get. the country on a 
gold basis. The whole, east, with less 
than $10,000,000 in gold, is clamoring 
for the suspension of silver coinage, 
when it has not sulllcieut money of 
ultimate redemption to transact busi- 
ness for a day, or to pay a fractional 
part of the interest of its public and 
private debts. 


The east has been opposed to the 


11 flat money" advocated by advanced 
Greenbackers, yet if the single stand- 
ard is adopted paper money, which the 
government canuo'- redeem, as there is 
Itfsy than $90,000,000 in gold in ti'o 
lrfMsui-,r, will tie tho principal medium 
ot *-xrhutige.

Tiilks About nn Extra Session and the 


Financial Question.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—The president 


said this evening in reply to a direct 
question by a representative of the As- 
sociated Press that he intends to call 
an extra session of congress not earlier 
than the 1st nor later than the 15th of 
September, unless unexpected contin- 
gencies should necessitate an earlier 
meeting. The president further said: 


" While there has been no mystery 


nor secrecy in regard to my intention 
in this matter I think it not amiss that 
our people should be informed author- 
itatively that the time is at hand when 
their representatives in congress should 
be called upon to deal with the finan- 
cial condition which is the only menace 
to our country's welfare and prosper- 
ity. It is well for the people <to take 
up the subject for themselves and ar- 
rive at their own conclusions as to the 
merits of the financial policy which 
obliges us to purchase idle silver bull- 
ion with gold taken from out the re- 
serve. One does not need the eye of a 
financier to see that this gold thus sub- 
tracted from the government's stock is 
eagerly seized by other nations for the 
purpose of strengthening their credit 
at our expense. It does not need the 
art of statesmanship to detect the dan- 
ger that awaits upon the continuance 
of this operation. Already timidity of 
capital is painfully apparent and none 
of us can fail to see that the fear and 
apprehension in monetary circles will 
ultimately bring suffering to every 
humble home in our land. I think be- 
tween now and the meeting of con- 
gress much depends upon the action of 
those engaged in financial operations 
and business' enterprises. 
Our vast 


national resources and credit are abun- 
dantly sufficient to justify in them the 
utmost faith and confidence, if, instead 
of being frightened they are conserva- 
tive, and if, instead of gloomily antici- 
pating immediate disaster they will 
perform patriotic duty and at the same 
time protect then- own interests. 
The 


things just now needed are coolness 
and calmness in our financial circles 
and study and reflection among our 
people."

Commercial l-'alr In San Francisco.

cates of Chinamen in the United States 
on then* statement that they desire to 
visit China and then return to this 
country. A case has just been brought 
to the secretary's attention in which 
two Chinamen secured such certificates 
at Boston. They went to China and 
disposed of them to other Chinamen, 
who presented them to-ffie American 
consul at Hong Kong for endorsement 
prior to their return.

Secretary Hamlin is convinced that 
wholesale frauds have been practiced 
in this manner, and in his letter of in- 
struction to the Boston collector he de- 
clares it to be inadvisable for collectors 
or their deputies at any port to certify 
to papers of authentication. 


Impeached Officers Reinstated.

OMAHA, June 5.—A special to the Bee 


from Lincoln, Neb., says: The im- 
peached officers have been reinstated, 
but they had a close call. The supreme 
court by a vote of two to one declared 
the secretary of state and Attorney- 
General Hastings and Commissioner of 
Public Lands and buildings Hum- 
phrey innocent of the charges brought 
against them by the legislature. Chief 
Justice waxwell was the dissenter. He 
held the three men guilty of misde- 
meanor in office and should forever 
be debarred from holding positions of 
trust in the public service, but Judges 
Post and Noval in their opinion 
acuitted the accused of any intention 
of wrong doing and thus restored them 
to their offices.

Among other ques- 
tions he asked how the rate of flow of 
air currents was measured. An in- 
spector, in reply, took u pinch of gun- 
powder from a box, as if it were snuff, 
and 'Jet it fall through the flame of a can- 
dle. Hi« companion, with a watch, not- 
ed the timo tho smoke took to travel a 
certain distance. • 


The method satisfied Faraday, but he 


remarked upon tho careless handling of 
the powder antl asked where it was 
kept. "In a bag, tightly tied," was the 
reply. "Yes, but where do you keep the 
bag?" "You are sitting on it," answered 
tho inspector carelessly. Faraday's agil- 
ity in vacating tho seat of honor may be 
imagined.—Washinn;t?n News.

A COMPANY FOR SEM.IS'O MINES. 


It Will Assist Miners and Prospectors to 


Dispose of TUelr Properties. 


A company has been incorporated in 


San Francisco to handle mining pi-oper- 
ties. 
The incorporators are men of 


standing in the community and of 
practical experience in mining affairs. 
The Mining and Scientic Preis says the 
main feature of the organization is that 
which provides for assisting miners and 
prospectors to dispose of properties 
without their being overloaded 
by 


middle men, and mines will be adver- 
t.sed for sale just as real estate is 
offered. The policy is this, when a man 
comes in and reports a mine to be 
worth $40,000 and wishes to list the 
same with the company, it will send 
one* of its experts out to verify his 
statement. 
If verified the company 


will offer his mine for sale at his own 
figure and charge him a commission for 
selling. This enables the buyer to get 
a mine at bedrock figures, and the 
seller at the same time gets his price 
less the commission, of course, which 
will be agreed upon. 


Several attempts have been made at 


various times to 
establish mining 


bureaus, mining agencies, etc., for the 
sale of mines, but none have been suc- 
cessful either because the originators 
were irresponsible and 
took 
any 


property that came along, or because 
they were mere middle-men working 
under.ii company's name. They have 
not guaranteed tne statements made by 
the would-be sellers or taken steps to 
verify reports. As we understand it, 
this new organization will first satisfy 
itself, through its experts, of the value 
of the property and then offer it lor 
sale. It is only intended to handle 
legitimate mining 
properties which 


nave some prospective merit. 


Another feature will be furnishing in- 


formation to non-residents concerning 
properties in which they are interested. 
1'hat is, they will obtain information in 
regard to mines and impart this on re- 
ceipt of a fee. It will have nothing 
to do with mining stocks one way or 
another, legitimate mining being its 
only sphere. 
From its articles of 


incorporation the company itbelf is 
prohibited from purchasing as a cor- 
poration any mining property which is 
offered to it for sale. This is a pro- 
vision which no similar organization 
bas had, and it is an important one, 
ionfining the company to its legitimate 
organization has had, and it is an im- 
portant one, confining the company to 
its legitimate functions as an agent,

A very interesting claim," in which 


every author wlio uses a signature is 
more or less concerned, was ignomini- 
ously dismissed by Judge Lacombe in 
the United States circuit court. As I 
understand it, a mediocre book was pub- 
.ishecl in this city purporting to have been 
written by Alan Dale, tlienom de plume 
of one of tho brightest and cleverest of 
Now York's younger literary men. As a 
matter of fact, Mr. Cohen (Alan Dale) 
did not vrrito tho book, and when he 
heard of its publication protested against 
the use of his name. Protest being un- 
availing, through his counselor, Mr. 
Steckle'v, he sued tho publisher, claiming 


,000 damages. After hearing Mr. Co- 


hen's testimony, Juclgo Lacombe virtu- 
ally informed tho jury that there was no 
necessity of further evidence, as it could 
not /be shown that the plaintiffs salary 
on a daily paper in this city had been de- 
creased by reason of the publication, or 
that he had had any siibsequent trouble 
with publishers. 


That may bo lav.; it's not justice. 
Mr. Cohen could have proved by 


George Alfred Townsend, A. C, Wheel- 
er, Samuel L. Clemens and other writers 
of national repute that the signatures 
over which they aro known to the world 
of readers—Gath, Nym. Crinkle, Mark 
Twain—mean a fortune, and that any 
use of thoso signatures by other parties 
was not only an abuse but a traverse of 
equity, dishonest and cruel. I can't un- 
derstand Lacombe's action in the mat- 
ter. It virtually says to irresponsible 
publishers: ''Go ahead, publish what 
you please, lyingly announce that the 
matter is written by any author whose 
name you may prefer. He has no rem- 
edy unless he can prove that he has lost 
an engagement or is in disfavor with the 
publisher." 


I wonder how Lacombe would like to 


see decisions, purporting to have been 
rendered by him, signed with his name, 
circulated in the community. 
And I 


also wonder whether it ever entered his 
somewhat interesting mind that it is ad- 
visable to mulct thieves, liars and bear- 
ers of false witness, for the protection of 
the community in general and of men 
as well to whom reputation is worth 
much more money than tho circuit 
court could possibly collect.—Joseph 
Howard in New York Eecorder.

Cliurchos as Places of Refuge In War. 
Our ancestors transacted a good deal 


of business of one kind or another in and 
about their churches. To begin with, 
tho churches of old England in turbulent 
times were regarded as places of safe 
custody for public and private property. 
In the border land of England and Scot- 
land tho idea was carried out still more 
completely, and churches, or at least 
their towers, became regular fortresses 
and not infrequently were objects of of- 
fenses and defense. We may note in 
rural England that in the cases of au- 
cient churches the towers are often not 
merely disproportionate in size to the 
rest of tho church, but are carefully and 
strongly built, evidently with an object. 


Even in peaceful Surrey and Susses 


the belfries aro veritable strong rooms 
with barred windows and massive doors 
and often contain a massive treasure 
chest. Hither, at the first alarm, money 
and valuables were hurried, for beyond 
the security of tliick walls and bars and 
bolts thero was an tBgis of sanctity 
which in a superstitious ago protected 
tho building from tho most ruthless of 
foes. The fortressliko construction of 
many of tho border land churches is an 
interesting study to antiquarians.—Lon- 
don Standard.
